Late dispatches from the Po- 
lish capita] report 18 killed, including 
two officers, and 80 wounded in the 
streets of the city. 

Former President Pilsudski, in com- 
mand of the revolting troops, is in 
control of the capital and the situa- 
tion has been aggravated rreatly by 
the arrival in the outskirts of War- 
saw of two regiments from Posen, ‘to 
aid the ousted government. 

A manifesto by President Wojiech- 
owski thrown from an airplane de- 
clares that a majority of the army 
sides with the government and that 
troops are on their way to Warsaw 
to engage the Pilsudski forces. It ap- 
peals for support for the lawful gov- 
ernment. 

Pilsudski in Control. 

The inner city is completely in the 
hands of the Pilsudski adherents and 
the marshal with his staff hes his 
headquarters in the Saxon palace. 

The government apparently is en- 
deavoring to delay negotiations until 
it is able to converge the greater num- 
ber of its forces in the provinces on 
Warsaw. 

An aviation’ corps has reported for 
service and an air-tight embargo on 
telephonic and telegraphic communi- 
cations has been imposed throughout 
Poland to prevent Pilsudski from mo- 
bilizing his followers. 

The president's guard and loyal gov- 
ernment troops are concentrated in 
Belvedere. The spacious parks which 
sutround the presidential palace, have 
been the scene of considerable fight- 
ing.

Washington, May 13.—(#)—Co- 


operation of farm and business lead- 
ers in a national conference to formu- 
late a national agricultural’policy was 
urged in a resolution adopted at the 
closing session today of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States. 


Recognizing that the farm problem 


was of real concern to the nation, the 
chamber pledged its utmost efforts in 
assisting the grower out of his pre- 
dicaments, at the same time making 
clear it had no desire to dictate to 
the industry as to its program. 


“Agriculture is a business,”’ the res- 


olution said, “and its problems, in-\ 
eluding production, finance and dis- 
tribution, are largely business prob- 
lems by no means easy of solution— 
involving as they do, widely different 
industries and localities. 


“Any help rendered must give due 


regard to the delicacy, intricacy and 
wide variation of the issues involved.” 


An encouraging feature of the farm 


situation was said to lie in the pro- 
cesses of distribution and orderly mar- 
keting “now ~ developin 
business lines. In this dey 
it was said, the chamber, through its 
experience, should be prepared to as- 
sist “to increase the field of oppor- 
tunity for American farmers through 
friendly cooperation and recognition.

Convention’s Evolution 
Stand “An Abstract 
Condemnation.” 


“STEAM ROLLER 
METHODS” SCORED 


Norris Asks “Whether 
Baptists Shall Condemn 
Evolution and Protect 
Evolutionists.” 


Houston, Texas, May 13.—(/)—At- 
tempts to revive the discussion of 
evolution before the Southern Bap- 
tist convention today were featured 
by the first appearance before the 
meeting of Dr. J. Frank Norris, Fort 
Worth pastor, and leader of an ‘anti- 
evolution faction whose headquarters 
is in a circus tent near the hall. 

Dr. Norris came into the conven- 
tion hall to ask about his status as 
a messenger under the new rules of 
representation which demand that mes- 
sengers be “members of a church in 
cooperation with its local association 
state convention.” Dr. George W. Me- 
Daniel, president of the convention, 
told Dr. Norris the application was 
general and the minister left the hall 
“daring” the convention to oust him 
and branding the convention’s stand 
on evolution as an abstract condem- 
nation. 


Objects to Action. 

A lesser evolution ripple came in 
the afternoon when Dr. Gordon Hurl- 
but, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Hot Springs, Ark., rose to 
a question of personal privilege. He 
asserted that while he was not an 
evolutionist, he could not support the 
convention’s action yesterday because 
he did not believe the convention could 
hold a club over the head of any man 
who is disposed to accept any theory 
as to scientific hypothesis. Conscience, 
alone, he said, impelled him to make 
the statement. It occasioned no com- 
ment. The convention is on record as 
believing that man is the creation of 
God alone. * 

After these ripples, the convention 
started its machinery again. Three 
reports were put in the hopper. 

Dr. J. F. Love, of Richmond, cor- 
responding secretary of the foreign 
mission board, told the convention that 
1,215 churches with a members of 
140,488 are now embraced in the mis- 
sion field. It has also 929 mission 
schools with 36,983 pupils and has 
distributed more than 3,000,000 pieces 
of literature. Its work has been car- 
ried on, the report said, on an income 
of $2,278,225.59, exclusive of borrowed 
money. Meanwhile, also, it recited, 
the debt of the board to banks has 
been reduced to $787,136.33. 

Deficit Is Reported. 

President L. R. Scarborough re- 
ported a deficit of $42,000 in the op- 
erating expenses of the Southwestern 
Baptist Theological seminary at Fort 
Worth, and President B.°D. Dement 
presented a request for an appropria- 
tion of $162,500 for the year. 

The convention records show ac- 
tion on the three committee réports. 

The report on business efficiency, 
enibracing budget control for conven- 
tion finances, was recommitteed to the 
committee with instructions to pub- 
lish it for two months preceding the 
next convention and again report it. 

The cooperative program report, 
recommending $9,000,000 as the ob- 
jective of Southern Baptists, for all 
purposes next year, was adopted and 
action on the report of the commis- 
sion on representation was delayed for 
a year.

He 
couldn’t let either alone, it is claimed.

Twin Oaks, an attractively furnished 
night club here, had been lost. |

NEARING NOME GOAL. 

Nome, Alaska, May 13.—Veiled 
from sight by overcast Arctic skies 
and cut off from radio communication 
by a wall of static, the dirigible Norge 
is nearing the goal of its epochal 


Spitzbergen to Alaska. 

The big skyship with its intrepid 
crew of 17 explorers, has spanned the 
great unknown spot of the Arctic and 
at any moment may come through the 
fog to receive the cheers of a waiting 
civilization.

Visibility was 
so poor that even a*craft as large as 
the Norge would have to be within a 
few hundred feet of the landing field 
before it could: be seen. 

According to present plans the 
Norge will be deflated when. it ar- 
rives here and shipped back to the 
United States by boat. 


STORM IS INDICATED 
IN POLAR REGIONS. 

Nome, Alaska, May 13—(By the 
Associated -Press.)—All indications 
here today pointed to a storm in this 
territory where the Amundsen-Ells- 
worth trans-polar dirigible Norge was 
proceeding from Spitzbergen, via 
Point Barrow, Alaska. ‘The barome- 
ter dropped .52 of an inch in the 
last 24 hours and continued to fall 
today. No communication had been | 
made hetween Nome and the Norge | 
up to 10 o'clock this morning. 


NO AUTHENTIC WORD 


COMES FROM NORGE. 

New York, May 13.—#/)—Despite 
static-garbled radio messages believed 
to have been sent from the Norge, 
no authentic word had been received 
up till midnight tonight by The New 
York Times and The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, from the Amundsen-Ells- 
worth-Nobile polar expedition since 
shortly after it sailed over the. pole. 

Several United States naval radio 
stations in Alaska and the islands of 
the Bering sea report picking up dis- 
connected messages Wednesday night 
and Thursday moraing which might 
have been sent by the dirigible. The 
last of these was reported from the 
station on St. Paul island at 4:50 
o’clock this morning. 

This message, a disconnected jum- 
ble of five words read: 

“Norge bound Nome, _ Alaska, 
please.” The message then was smoth- 
ered by interference from the Alaska 
can‘aeries station. It was pointed out 
that these signals might not have come 
from the Norge but might have been 
part of an attempt to reach her. | 

Other reports of reception of signals 
supposed to be from the Norge came 
from the stations at Seward, on the 
southern coast of Alaska, 600 miles | 
southeast of Nome, and from Hinchin- 
brook, not far from Seward. 

No Hint of Position. 

None of the supposed messages from 
the Norge gave any hint as to the 
position of the airship, which headed 
south over an Snexsiseed section of 
the arctic after crossing the pole. 

At her ordinary rate of fifty miles 
an hour, the Norge would have covered 
950 miles .since the reception of the 
doubtful signals at 4:50 o’clock this 
morning. But, although theoretically 
950 miles nearer Nome than when the 
signals were received, the Norge had 
not been picked up by Alaskan sta- 
tions since the doubtful message this 
morning. 

The continued sileace of the Norge 
could be interpreted in many ways, 
The New York Times pointed out. 
The expedition may have stopped to 
circle over the unexplored regions, the 
radio apparatus may have become in- 
active, or the wall of static may have 
enveloped her without a single loop 
hole. Amundsen did not plan a 
straight course across the unknown 
region. if evidence of land warranted 
exploring cruises. 

Could Have Arrived Wednesday. 

Had the Norge kept up its rate of 
speed and maintained a straight course 
for Nome after crossirag the pole, it 
would have arrived there about 9:30 
p. m., Wednesday night, (New York 
daylight saving time). : 

adio stations in Alaska continued 
tonight to call the Norge, but the 
silence was unbroken. 

If the report that the Norge was 
sighted off Point Barrow at 2 o'clock 
this morning (New York daylight 
time) were true, the Norge is long 
overdue at Nome. From Poiut Bar- 
row to Nome, Amundsen probably 
would take the coast route of 750 
miles, thus missing the Brook (Endi- 
cott) range of mountains, some 6,000 
feet high, The Times will say tomor- 
row, because the explorer would real- 
ize that the airship at the end of her 
trying flight might. be unable to make 
that elevation.

Norge, Captain Amundsen’s_ trans- 
polar dirigible, was sighted ten miles 
off Point Barrow.

m. tonight (1:35 a. m., Thursday, 
eastern standard time), Radio Opera- 
tor Waskey of the Detroit Arctic ex- 
pedition, stationed at Point Barrow, 
reported at 10:10 p. m. 

The dirigible was headed south on 
the last leg of her 2.000-mile flight 
from Spitzbergen to Alaska via the 
north pole, having covered her course 
in 44 hours and 35 minutes, 

Waskey’s message, though fragmen- 
tary, carried the news for which the 
world has been waiting since the 
Norge passed the pole, 1,200 miles 
north of Point Barrow. It was the 
story of David and Goliath over again, 
Goliath being the Norge with her pow- 
erful 500-1500 meter radio set, David 
the operator of the Detroit Arctic ex-

Both Waskey 
and Mason are members of the Ameri- 
ean Radio Relay league and were as- 
signed to the members of the Detroit- 
Arctic expedition by that organiza- 
tion. Their world news beat for The 
Constitution and the North American 
Newspaper Alliance is regarded by 


radio experts here as a remarkable 


achievement to the credit of the short 
wave in radio. 

Coincidental with our radio opera- 
tors’ achievement getting the Norge 
news through, came a report from 
the Radio Relay league that signals 
from Waskey’s little set at Point Bar- 
row had been read by G. W. Smith, 
of Hendrina, Hast Transvaal, South 
Africa. Smith heard Waskey calling 
Mason at 6:45 o’clock, April 12. This 
transmission over a distance of more 
than 9,000 air miles is a record ac- 
com plishment, 


NO NEW RADIO SIGNALS 
RECEIVED AT ST. PAUL. 

Cordova, Alaska, May 13.—After 
attempting throughout the day to gam 
further communication with the Norge, 
the St. Panl radio station, which heard 
the dirigible broadcasting Wednesday 
midnight, reported Thursday that no 
new signals had been received.

London staff in covering Britains 
general strike from its inception nin- 
days ago until the announcement of 
its termination Wednesday. This en- 
nouncement was transmitted to the 
United States six minutes ahead of all 


competitors. 

Under the personal direction of 
Charles, 8S. Smith, chief of the Lon- 
don bureau, a specially recruited staff 
of 25 persons handled the strike news 
for readers of the 1,200 newspapers 
comprising The Associated Press. Even 
office boys and chauffeurs were press- 
ed into service. 

An example of the manner in which 
strike news was rushed from various 
points of activity to The Associated 
Press bureau for transmission to the 
United States, and of the thrills ac- 
companying the work, is found in the 
experience of a chauffeur who was 
hastening to the London office with 
an important news item. He was 
driving at 1 o'clock in the morning 
through one of the roughest districts 
of London when he saw arope stretch- 
ed low across the road in front of him. 
Realizing that hoodlums probably were 
hiding at the end of the rope to wreck 
his’ car when it stopped, he speeded 
up and charged the rope at 45 miles an 
hour. The rope gave way and the 
chauffeur, unmolested, was. -enabled 
to continue his trip. 

The Associated I’ress received a tip 
from a friendly labor official an hour 
before the strike ended today that the 
meeting in Downing street would be 
the occasion for an agreement-to ter- 
minate the walkout. Smith and Frank 
H. King were at Downing street when 
the announcement was made and King 
rushed to the teléphohne* with the 
“flash” which was the fitst te reach } 
the United States. 

The London” newspapers became 
mere dodgers in tle early days of the 
strike, Thus it was necessary for 
members of The Associated Press statt 
to cover the entire field of activities 
themselves in order to report all an- 
gles of the situation. ‘Their troubles 
were aggravated by the fact that trans- 
portation facilities were crippled and 
staff men were forced to ‘walk miles 
to and from the various centers of in- 
terest. 

Cars, bicycles and motorcycles were 
almost useless to the news-seekers in 
the early mornings and late afternoons 
because of traffic jams. 

Although Reuters and other Brit- 
ish news agencies never ceased func- 
tioning and through its relation with 
these organizations, The Associated 
Press received constant ticker and 
bulletin service, it did not depend 
upon these news sources, there being 
scarcely any phase of the great up- 
heaval that its own own staff did not

This ruling was made at the request 
of Councilman John A. White, of the 
fourth ward, who asked for an official 
opinion regarding powers of councii: in 
event the affidavit of Mrs. J. I. An- 
drews, president of the Atlanta Civic 
council, which charged drunkenness on 
the floor of council, is substantiated. 

Full airing of Mrs. Andrew’s 
charges against the a@jderman and in- 
sinuations that four other members of 
council were under the influence of 
liquor is expected to take place in 
council Monday, in view of the fect 
that Councilman White, member of 
the building and grounds committee of 
council, asked Mrs. Andrews to fur- 
nish him with names and an affidavit 
in support of her charges in order that 
he might begin a councilmanic probe. 

Neither the accused man nor Mr. 
White would make a statement Thurs- 
day, declaring they ,would let the 
matter take its course in council 
Monday. 


The mere fact that a member was

| CUTTING CITY CREDITS. 

In reallocating taxing privileges 
by the legislature of Virginia it has 
shut off a valuable market for the 
bonds issued in that 
state. The banks belonging to the 
Savings Bank Association of New 
York are large reservoirs of fluid 
capital that seeks investment in the 
approved bonds issued by solvent 
cities throughout the country. The 
ratio fixed by the New York state 
law of percentage of indebtedness 
to assessed valuation of property to 
make such bonds legal investments 
is 7 per cent. 

By the new Virginia statute the 


;; cities can no longer include intangi- 


ble properties in their assessments, 
such property being reserved for 
assessment and taxation by the 
state. The result will be to remove 
many Virginia municipal bonds 
from the investment list for sav- 
ings banks of New York, because 
their debt ratio will exceed the 7 
per cent limitation. 

This state o: affairs may be found 
interesting and arresting elsewhere 
than in Virginia. The tendency is 
developing in other states to allo- 
cate certain classes of property for 
state taxation only. That means to 
increase the borrowing power of 
the state and reduce that of its 
municipalities, and by so much 
limit théir powers of progress in 
many lines of civic expansion and 
improvement. It is a subject to be 
carefully studied and treated.

Fas- 
cism is alien to the Belgian mind. 
Dominating the city of Brussels is the 
palace of justice. A symbol, as tt 
were, that freedom and justice are the 
aims of all. And in the words of Arch 
Fascist Mussolini, liberty for the peo- 
ple is a putrid corpse.

Arabia’s 
Mystery Man. 


Arabia’s man of mystery is Colonel 
. E. Lawrence, who possesses the 
gift, rare among Britishers, of speak- 
ing a dozen Arab and Bedouin dialects 
without a flaw. It was Lawrence’s 
doings that brought the whole Arabian 
peninsular, against the Turks duriug 
the late war and on the side of Brit- 
ain. ‘The Turks feared him more than 
any living man and they placed a huge 
price on his head. The book he is 
about to publish is not only a monu- 
ment of data on Arabian customs, but 
reveals some of the thrilling and dan- 
gerous escapades he experienced. Ray- 
monds Savage writes of the time Law- 
rence was captured by the Turks and 
questioned. “As he professed ignor- 
ance of the activities of the Arab 
forces, the Turkish commandment de- 
termined to stimulate his memory by 
means that usually induce loquacity. 
Lawrence was thereupon taken out- 
side the tent, stripped, bound to a 
bench and lashed with a whip until, 
streaming with blood, he became un- 
conscious. He told me that his only 
fear was that he might ery out in Kng- 
lish instead of Arabic as he lost con- 
sciousness, for then he would have be- 
trayed himself, and it would probably 
have taken him six months to die*vy 
terrible torture. He was thrown into 
a tent, and a humane Turkish doctor 
took pity on his plight and dressed his 
wounds, Seared and aching, Lawrence 
could scarcely crawl, for every little 
movement was exquisite agony. Yet 
by 5 o'clock of the next morning this 
astonishing man had escaped and was 
once more among his beloved Arabs, 
who tended him with devotion.”

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THE REMOVAL OF MOLES. 

The mole is a nevus,-a spot or stain 
on the skin, often pigmented, some 
times containing coarse hairs. A com- 
mon name for moles is birth marks. 
So far as this implies that the lesions 
are usually present at birth, the name 
is as good as any other name; but if 
it implies that these common blem- 
ished are in any way attributable to 
antenatal influences or impressions, 
that is just superstition. The yarns 
which ignorant people tell about the 
_— - oy okt fae ~ beautiful 
ex post facto mony; I say ignor- 
ant people—meaning people ignorant 
of embryology, biology, human life 
and many college graduates are ig- | 
norant of these sub not to men- 
tion people with a common school 
training. 

Although congenital, moles may not 
become very apparent until a year or 
two after birth, and indeed most of 
these lesions become manifest enly a 
few weeks after birth. Occasionally a 
mole does not develop until several 
years after birth, but it is a con- 
genital defect or. perversion neverthe- 
less. A certain number of cases of her- 
nia, (breach, rupture), do not become 
manifest until youth or adult age, 
though the defect is present at birth. 
Moles seldom increase in size after 
they have once developed. They last 
for life and do not tend to disappear 
spontaneously. In certain kinds of 
moles, rticularly pigmented and 
thickened or roughened ones, there is 
a tendency to develop malignant 
changes (cancer) in later life. Yet this 
danger is remote when we consider 
that nearly everybody has a mole or 
two somewhere on his skin. The well 
nigh universa] occurrence of moles 
gives the gossips plenty of room to 
conjure up likely yarns to explain the 
“marks.” 

Small brown moles, the commonest 
kind, may be shriveled with the high 
frequency spark, or by means of other 
cauterizing agents, or coagulated with 
carbon dioxide snow, or excised sur- 
gically, or treated with the galvanic 
needle, The choice of the method 
should be left to the judgment of the 
physician, who decides according to 
the ngture of the lesion and the cos- 
metic’result to be obtained. 

Moles containing tufts of coarse 
hair are sometimes amenable to X-ray 
treatment, but not when the ts are 
more than half an inch in diameter. 
X-ray treatment of the larger spots 
is likely to be followed by disfiguring 
depressed scars. In some cases of 
larger moles the skillful use of X-ray 
may cause thinning of scars and sub- 
stitute a smooth white mark for a 
rough dark offe, 

Radium treatment is the most sat- 
isfactory method in some pigmented 
and hairy moles. 

Liquid air may be used just as car- 
bon dioxide snow is, although the 
solidified carbon dioxide is more con- 
venient and available to physicians 
everywhere. 

One with a mole to be removed 
should remember the saying that the 
doctor who attempts to treat himself 
has a fool for a patient, and then try 
to figure out what th elayman who at- 
tempts to treat his own surgical le-

I sincerely trust that Mr. Adams will 
succeed in what he is undertaking to 
do. KEvery day, every hour in the 
da, for more than five years, I have 
had to face these ugly conditions. I 
do not intend to remain silent, but do 
intend, with all my strength, to help 
remedy the situation. Whether my in- 
terest in the farmers is genuine, or as- 
sumed, or utterly selfish, I take it for 
granted that I have the right to be 
interested in my friends and my 
family, my state and my country. 


Demand For Relief. 


Unsatisfactory conditions on the 
farms, not only in Georzia, but 
throughout the whole country, began 
at the close of 1920. They grew 
steadily worse and reached the climax 
in 1924. The year 1925 showed some 
improvement and everyone hopes that 
1926 will show still further improve- 
ment. But conditions today are by 
no means satisfactory. When Presi- 
dent Coolidge took office he found the 
question of farm relief a pressing one. 
The demand came principally ‘from the 
west and the spokesman of the farm- 
ers at that time was no less a person 
than the secretary of agriculture, Mr, 
Wallace. Upon the death of Mr. Wal- 
lace, Mr. Jardine was@@rought into 
the cabinet as secretary @€ agriculture. 
The first pronouncement upon this 
subject by President Coolidge was 
that the farmers must work.out their 
own salvation. Mr. Jardine was evi- 
dently selected because he entertained 
the same views. So, Mr. Coolidge and 
Mr. Jardine attempted to go forward 
on that line. The clamor for relief be- 
came so strong that, it will be remem- 
bered upon one occasion, Mr. Coolidge 
made a flying trip to Chicago to ad- 
dress a meeting of farmers. o doubt 
he fully expected to say something at 
that meeting that would put an end 
to the cry for farm relief. The news- 
papers said that his speech was very 
coldly received. From that time the 
president and secretary have seemed 
more willing to do something. 

I have kept in close touch with 
what has been going on in Washing- 
ton. It did not appear that southern 
congressmen were taking much inter- 
est in this question. I felt that the 
western rei cesentatives would fail un- 
less those from the south joined them. 
Il realized that southern congressmen 
are in the main, democrats and that 
we now have a republican administra- 
tion. But it is eonceded that this 
matter of farm relief is not party 
question. As the days went by and 
the announcement was made that con- 
gress was getting Teady to act upon 
this matter, and as it appeared that 
Georgia congressmen were taking lit- 
tle or no interest in the fight, I felt 
impelled to say something and did say 
it in my letter of May 1. I did not 
in my letter undertake to pass upon 
the merits of any of the bills now 
pending. I do not know wha* is best 
to be done. I do feel that those who 
represent Georgia in congress ought 
to take a position in this matter. If 
they feel that they can support any 
one of th: pending bills, they should 
let us know. If they feel that they 
cannot support either of these bills, 
they should say so. If they have any 

lans themselves, or any bills to of- 
er, they should speak out. Or if 
they have decided to stand with Cool- 
idge and Jardine, and let the farmers 
work out their own salvation, then 
the people of Georgia should be in- 
formed.

SENATE PASSE 
NTFADDEN BIL

Washington, May 13.—(/)—F acing 
further change in conference, the Mac- 
Fadden branch banking bill was 
passed today by the senate with its 
provisions differing widely from the 
form in which they were approved 
by the house. 

As it went through the house the 
measure carried the Hull amendments, 
which were assailed in the senate 
banking committee and on the floor. 
It was contended they divided’ the 
country into half branch and half unit 
banking by closing,the door to fur- 
ther branch banking by members of 
the federal reserve system. 

Amendments Stricken. 

The amendments were stricken out 

and provisions inserted permitting 
both national and state bank members 
of the reserve system to create 
branches within the corporate limits 
of their home cities in states author- 
izing branch banking. 
This change is expected to afford 
the battle issue in conference. Al- 
ready maneuvering has begun to reach 
a compromise with prospects that ma- 
jor portions of the bill may again be 
rewritten. 

The bill passed the senate without 
a record vote after two days’ dis- 
cussion. No amendment offered seri- 
ous threat, dithough more than a 
dozen were proposed. ‘The opposition 
collapsed when the last one was de- 
feated, 60 to 15. 

Strengthen System. 

‘Sponsors of the bill claim that it 
would place members of the reserve 
system on a parity with outside banks 
and would strengthen the system by 
effering inducements to banks to as- 
sume membership. 

The bill does not affect existing 
branches and banks having branches 
would be eligible to come into the 
system without closing them. In addi- 
tion, the measure would provide per- 
manent charters for federal reserve 
banks and would ext-nd the time for 
which national banks may make real 
estate loans from one toe five years. 
It also would permit interlocking di- 
rectorates of reserve and private bank- 
ing institutions.

Despite the fact that the supreme 
court Thursday denied a new trial 


plea for Mell M. Gore, sentenced to 
die in the chair for the murder of 
William H. Cheek, Peachtree road 
grocer, efforts to save the former 
Buckhead barber from death will be 
continued. 

On receipt of news of the court's 
action, Gore said he had expected a 
different decision, but added. that 
further plans to save his life would 
be worked out by his lawyers. He 
expressed a willingness to die if it is 
found that the death sentence is to be 
carried out. His hope now will lie in 
the state prison commission and the 
governor, who has authority to com- 
mute the death sentence to life im- 
prisonment. 

In the decisiom it was held that 
all conspirators are guilty of murder 
if they plet te rob a merchant and 
kill him. Theodore Berry, one of the 
conspirators who was convicted in the} 
Cheek slaying case, is now serving 
life sentence on the state farm. 

Gore is one of three robbers who 
entered the Cheek store last fall to 
rob the establishment. Berry was 
convicted of conspiracy because he 
sat outside of the store in an auto- 
mobile with the engine running and 
nided Gore and his companion, Jack 
Wilson, to escape after Cheek was 
shot to death. Gore contended that 
Wilson, who is still at liberty, did the 
actual shooting. 

The supreme court denied that the 
trial court had made technical errors 
in the case which entitled the defen- | 
dent to a new trial. 

Ruby Ray Jones, girl friend of 
Wilson and Gore, is serving a four- 
year sentence as an eccessory in the 
case.

He explained that a north polar 
line would reduce by several times 
the pregent trade route distances from 
wester Europe to eastern Asia, and 
said that such a line would be par- 
ticularly valuable from England to 
Japan, cutting the time from 20 to 
80 days, as now to four or five days. 
He admitted that a polar route would 
not aid this country much in a direct 


way. 

During the summer months, flying 
conditions in the polar regions are 
usually about the same as in the 
United States, sometimes better, 

Reicheldefer said. ‘The temperature 
ranges from 10 to 15 above zero to as 
high as 40. Rain is comparatively 
light through the arctic regions, 
though windstorms are perhaps more 
frequent. There is also the possibil- 
ity. of fogs over epen water. In the 
arctic there is less likelihood of 
“bumpy” air than in temperate cli- 
mates, he explained. 

One difficulty that must be encoun- 
tered in polar travel is the freezing of 
rain and mist on dirigibles and planes, 
increasing the weight considerably. 
This caused planes to be forced down 
in a recent trip to Siberia. 

If polar routes are established, 
weather stations must be set up. This 
will be a great aid to weather bu- 
reaus in this country, as disturbances 
which arise in the far north cannot 
be charted now because of the ab- 
sence of stations in that region where 
much of the “weather” originates,

AQUEDUCT DYNAMITED 
BY ANGRY RANCHERS 


Los Angeles, May 13.—A bitter feud 
of three years standing between the 
Owens Valley ranchers and Los 
Angeles was climaxed near Lone Pine. 
Thursday when a group of indignant 
ranchers dynamited the Owens river 
aqueduct, the city’s principal water 
sunnly. 

The blast destroyed a section of the 
open line of the aqueduct which is a 
huge cement ditch. According to re- 
ports more than a 1@0 second-foot 
flow of water was escaping as the 
result of the blast before upper water 
gates were closed. 

Third Demonstration. 

The blasting was the third demon- 
stration against the city’s water policy 
in the Owens Valley. The ranchers 
contend that the city of. Los Angeles 
is turning their farm lands into desert 
by draining it of all water. 

The aqueduct was blown up at a 
point two miles north of the dynamit- 
ing in September, 1923, and one-half 
mile south of the flood gates at Ala- 
bama Hifis which were seized by a 
mob of Owens Valley ranchers a year 


ago. 

At the time the farmers stood 
guard over the captured flood gates 
for seven days while the water was 
diverted into their valley farms. 

Temporary Break. 

The break in the a will af- 
fect the city’s water supply only temp- 
orarily, according to H. A. Van Nor- 
man, assistant chief of the Los Angeles 
water bureau. 

Tt can be repaired within 24 hours. 
Van Norman said. In the meantime 
the city will use up the water in one 
of several storage reservoirs near the 
city.

WARDEN SNOOK 
TELLS OF 1,000 
“DOPE” PRISONERS 


“Penitentiary and Crime” was the 
subject of Warden Jolin W. Snook, of 
the United States federal penitentiary, 
speaking at the regular weekly lunch- 
eon of the City cluv Thursday, at 12 :30 
o'clock at the Piedmont hotel 
/ Warden Snook, regarded as one of 
the best known and most efficient pris- 
on wardens in the United States, point- 
ed out that more than 1,000 of the 
inmates of the Atlanta prison were 
drug addicts, He told of the methods 
used at the prison to cure the men 
of the habit and how the cotton mill 
and other industrial activities there 
serve to keep the men busy during the 
days. He stated that each of the mill 
workers is given a certain amount for 
the work and that only oné-fourth of 
that amount is given to the prisoner 
to use and the other is saved and given 
to him at the expiration of his term. 

Warden Snook also told of the ya- 
rious methods used by the govern- 
ment in examination of prisoners for 
“dope” when they are admitted to the 
yrison, 

Drug addicts use every possible 
means to smuggle.and conceal their 
“dope,” the warden said, “and drugs 
are one of the worst enemies prison 
officials have to combat.”

In Moslem Meet 


Cairo, May 13.—Dignified Chinese 
theologians, Turkoman descendants of 
the Asian conqueror, Genghis Khan; 
brown-skinned Malayans, bearded In- 
dians, and African natives mingled 
here Thursday with desert sheiks at 
the opening of a world conference of 
Moslems that may fesult in_ the 
formation of a vitally important 


league of Moslem hations. 

There are 150 delegates—Fron | 
China, India, Palestine, Syria. | 
Arabia, Afghanistan, Turkestan, Baln- ; 
chistan, Persia, Java, Tripoli, Tymnis. | 
Algiers, Morocco, Uganda, an the | 
Sudan.. The meetings are being hele 
in the Alazhar university and will 
last for two weeks. 

The delegates represent 200.000.0000 | 
Moslems. Only Turkey, which has 
broken away from Islam as far as 
politics go, is unrepresented, 

There is a fundamentalist element 
in the delegates sent by Ibn Saud, 
raiding Arabian chief who, by virtue 
of conquest, now holds the holy city 
of Mecca and is virtually overlord of 
Arabia. He leads the Wahabi sect, 
who forbid smoking, drinking, the 
wearing of silk or fine cloths or of 
gold ornaments, and who oppose the 
modernist practice of praying at the 
tombs of the Moslem saints. 

Political differences and a glut of 
candidates for the caliphate may make 
the election of a world caliph impos- 
sible. In that event, a solution is 
plagned that would be of tremendous 
political . significance—the formation 
of a committee, headed by a. chair- 
man who would be titular caliph—to 
constitute a league of Moslem na- 
tions, rivaling the league at Geneva.
